The Louisiana will be the mightiest 


jattleship yet designed .for any service. 
This story of increasing size and ad- 
led power has- been the story ever 
ince our first battle ships of the new 
navy were planned, and it has been 
a steady growth in magnitude from 
a mass of 10,000 tons to the present 
'itans of 18,000 tons—pretty nearly 
ouble in displacement the famous 
Dregon, that did so handsomely 
at 


Santiago. 


The last session, of congress au- 
horized among others, the building 
jf two battle ships' which are now 
mown as the Connecticut and the 
xmisiana. The 
Connecticut 
is al- 


ready in- course of laying-down at the 
Brooklyn navy yard. 


The Connecticut and the Louisiana 


are essentially wide departures from 
anything yet designed for our service, 
and they promise to stand as type- 
ships for some years to come, and as 
such will be the nucleus of a homoge- 
neous fighting force—something that 
meansi so much for unity of action 
n the hour of battle, and' so much 
oward reasonableness of upkeep in 
imes of peace.

To make the ships 'weatherly under 


all reasonable conditions and to en- 
able them to fight their gunsi when 
it is at all possible to do so they have 
a uniform freeboard of eighteen feet 
above the water line at the main deck 
from bow to stern. Incidentally, but 
no less important than the other con- 
iderations, this freeboard will result 
in ample light and airy accommoda- 
tiotth for the whole ship's comple- 
ment, while bountiful s>pace will be af- 
forded for the stowage of the crew's 
hainrmocks where they may be sun 
bathed. This is one of the prime fac- 
tors in maintaining the health of a 
aody of men so closely housed, and 
it has been carefully studied. 


To guard the ships against the a<t- 


tacic of an 
enemy's- armor-piercing 


projectiles there will be a complete 
water-line belt of Krupp armor 9 feet 


inches "wide. For a distance of 200 


feet amidships, behind 
and below' 


which will be housed the engines and 
boilers, this belt will have a maximum 
Lhickness of eleven inches, and thence 
to J:he bow and to the stern 
will 


gradually taper to 4 inches. 
Above 


thick amidship armor, reaching up to 
the gun deck and extending fore and 
aft for a distance of 284 feet, the sides 
will be coated with 6-ineh armor, and, 
again, above this, throughout the 
space occupied by the 7-ln-ch guns1 tha 
sides will be covered with 7-inch ar- 
mor. 
A protective deck 1% inches 


thick on the flat portion and. 5 inch- 
es thick on the slopes will reach from 
bow to stern generally on a level with 
the top of the heavy water-line belt, 
while stout athwartship bulkheads 6 
and 7 inches thick will oppose an ene-

raking fire. All of this armor is 


Krupp armor and the very best of 
that. 


The ship will be fought from a con- 


ning tower lying just beneath the up- 
per forward bridge. It Is a deck high- 
er than heretofore placed 
in our 


ships, and commands a correspond- 
ingly increased field of observation. 
It will 'be 9 Inches' thick, with an ar- 
mored communicating tube 6 Inches 
thick, reaching down to the protective 
deck. Aft on the superstructure deck, 
just abaft the mainmast, there will 
be an armored signal tower 6 inches 
thick, from which the admiral will 
make his signals in action. Here will 
bo locatedi the instruments for work- 
Ing the wireless telegraphy outfit with 
which these vessels' will be supplied. 


The batteries of these ships will be 


exceptionally powerful. Tho main bat- 
tery will consist of four 12-inoh, eight 
8-inch and twelve 7-Inch rifles. Tha 


These guns train through ares of 135 
degrees., and are also under electrical 
control. The 7-inch guns, six of which 
are mounted on each broadside amid- 
ships on the gun deck, are sheltered 
behind the 7-inch casemate armor and 
further shielded one irom the other 
by atout bulkheads of nickel steel. 
The foremost and the aftermost gun 
on each side Is- so sponsoned that it 
may train, respectively, dead ahead 
and dead astern, in addition to iu 
broadside sweep. The remaining guns 
are placed in re-entering ports so cut 
that the guns can be housed within 
the side-line of the armor belt, thus 
keeping them out of the way in a 
crowded waterway or sheltering them 
irom the rough blows of a heavy sea. 
They train through arcs of 120 de- 
grees. The independent mounting of 
these 7-inoh guns is the ideal arrange- 
ment for safety 
and 
efficiency 
ol 


working. It fires a projectile weigb- 
,ng 165 pounds, with a velocity of 
3,000 feet a second, with a charge of 
only seventy-four pounds of smoke- 
less powder. At a range of 2,000 yards 
—which some experts believe to be 
a fair range for coming battles—this 
piece can send its shell undeformed 
through ten inches of Krupp armor- 
Compared with the biggest of Great 
Britain's building battle ships, the 
Commonwealth 
and class, having 


four 12's, four 9.2's and ten 6's, the 
Louisiana and her sister ship could 
each of them fire, in a minute's time 
—starting from a loaded condition— 
a broadside of eight 12-inch, eight 
8-inch and quite eighteen 7-inch shots 
—-a total of 11,770 pounds of metal, as 
igainst the British ship's 9,820—the 
speed of fire in each case being the 
same and, based upon a tair and piiob- 
able rate in action. 


Most of the ammunition hoists will

moving platform—a novel feature on 
shipboard—passing by the doors of 
the ammunition rooms will carry a

's1 a novel feature and one of 
the 


ideas of the chief constructor. 


Th& ships will be driven by twin 


screws actuated by separate engines. 
These e&gjnes, each in its own water- 
tight compartment, will be of the mod-

triple-expansion 


type, and when working at top speed 
will develop quite

horse-power. To supply them and the 
numerous auxiliaries with the needful 
steam there will be a dozen water 
tube boilers of an approved American 
pattern. There will be six fire fooms, 
and there will bo special means for 
facilitating rapid transit of fuel from 
from the coal bunkers to the floors 
of the fire rooms. 
There will be 


forced-draught 
arrangement's, 
and 


these blowers will be the only steam- 
driven auxiliaries. The 2,200 tons of 
coal carried when the bunkers are 
.ull will be enough to take the ships 
from San Francisco to Manila without 
% halt and at the comfortable rate of 
ten or twelve knots an hour. At full 
speed they could steaun directly across

Queenstown without a hitch and havo 
something to spare. As never before 
electricity will be used in these ships 
and, 
besides lifting the ammunition, 


controlling and 
loading the 
great 


guns, lighting the ship inside and out 
and veltilating all but the fire rooms, 
most of the other hoisting will be done 
in this way, while the steam laundry, 
the engineers' big workshop and many 
other services 
will 
be performed 


through the agency of this energy. 


To make it possible to coal these 


big ships with exceptional speed they 
will be fitted with a novel system of 
coaling booms and chutes, the opera- 
tion of which, to a considerable de- 
gree, will be automatic. It will be pos- 
sible to load 
simultaneously 
from 


four large barges and the rate is es- 
timated to far exceed anything now 
extant 


Common to all modern ships of war, 


as little wood as possible wilil be used, 
and that, to a vast extent, will be fire- 
proofed. The ships will carry upon 
their ample backs, well out of the way 
of the blast of the guns, a regular 
fleet of small boats, and the distinctly 
new feature will be the advent of tho

for In the mutton sheep. The judge 
win probably take this Into considera- 
tion by sizing the sheep In his eye be- 
fore any handling whatever. 


An ideal mutton sheep is never with- 


out good legs that come to toe ground 
eqnarely and give every indication of 
possessing power and strength to sup- 
port the body. 
The sheep with legs 


short, stocliy an'd set well apart will 5n- 
variatly attract the attention of the 
Judge of good mutton sheep, Bays tn* 
Drovers' Journal. 


The mutton sheep with fine bone sel- 


tonriiads favor with the judge. He is 
inclined to interpret such indications as 
lack of vigor and nardlness and indif- 
ferent response to good feeding- 


The long, narrow face is never con- 


sidered anythjng bat a weakness among 
the mutton types. Instoad one desires 
to see the short nose and broad face, 
indicating heavy conformation. 


A mutton sheep with a "ewe neck" U 


about as much out of place as a dnlry, 
cow without the pronounced wedge 
shape formation. The drop in the neck 
in front of the shoulders called "ewe 
neck" is invariably avoided almost in 
stinctively by both judge and esperi 
enced feeder. 


A mutton sheep is never without 


good depth from the top of the shoul- 
der and a point midway between the 
fore legs. An equally essential feature 
and which follows ches-t depth in close 
corelation is girth of heart. It is hard 
to find a mutton sheep too strong In ei- 
ther of these two points. 


A prominent backbone or spine is 


avoided, as it is a sure indication of n 
deficiency of flesh along the back and 
loin. It is of some considerable impor- 
tance that a good mutton sheep be 
close coupled— that is. the distance be- 
tween the last rib and the hip joints be 
comparatively short. 


Among mut»on sheep the wool is of 


minor consequence, though it must be 
considered In connection with the other 
'points of the carcass. 


The judge of a mutton sheep never 


fails to pay a little attention at least to 
the thigh. There is a certain law of co- 
relation of parts existing throughout 
the whole conformation. One never 
sees a poor thigh on a first class mut- 
ton body. 


There are numerous other points that 


the judges will invariably run over in 
judging a good mutton carcass, and 
these are but a few of the most tlis 
tiuct, but w'ill give a glimpse of some 
of the more prominent features.

Stretch the skiu tightly upon a draAv- 


ing board or pine table aud fasten 
down with thumb tacks. Describe up- 
on it with compasses a circle sistcen 
inches in diameter and within it an- 
other three Inches smaller to mark the 
inner edge of the border.

traced pattern upon It so that its point 
just touches the circumference of tho 
outer circle and transfer carefully with 
blue-impression paper, starting with 
the outer line, which bounds the de- 
sign, and work inward. 


With the combination point and a 


elow, free stroke burn in oxitline the 
full bloAvn primrose, which is the cen- 
tral unit of each sixth of the hexagon. 
Here and there vary the Aveight of the 
line to give a suggestion of texture 
and burn the dark spots in the center 
with a succession of parallel lines. The 
long cup of the primrose should be 
done in a little heavier line and shaded 
with short oblique lines where it shows 
beneath the petals. 
With several 


strokes, all following the same direc- 
tion, trace the midribs of the loaves, 
making them wider at the hem than 
at the apex. Then outline the leaves. 
The smaller irregular A-eins demand a 
light, broken stroke, which becomes 
stronger as it approaches its parent 
vein, iuto which it must flow AA-ith a 
continuous curve. Let the shading ia 
the buds and half blown flowers be 
delicate as possible, the merest touch 
of the burner being sufficient. Darken 
the stems and leaves a little on the loft 
side to giA^e a feeling of roundness and 
with a heavy, even stroke put in the 
outermost line, which bounds the de- 
sign, about an eighth of an inch away. 
If no color is to be used, cut the mat 
out on this outline aud scorch tho raw 
edges into harmony with the design. 
If "oak finished'' leather is used and 
color desired, mix turpentine Avith tho 
oil colors as you paint to thin and dry 
them. 


Grape Juice. 


For grape juice wash, drain aud 


stem the grapes, put in a deep agate 
or porcelain kettle, mash Avcll Avith a 
wooden potato beetle and boat skml.r 
until they begin to simmer. 
Have 


ready a number of straining cloths or 
bags made of three thicknesses of 
cheesecloth and wrung out of Avnrm 
water. Put about t\A-o quarts of the 
hot pulp In each aud hang up to drip. 
When no more juice drops from tho 
bags> squeeze as dry as possible, keep- 
ing this cloudy juice separate, llavo 
ready some warm sugar sirup made by 
boiling two pounds of sugar in a pint 
and a half of AA'ater for five minutes. 
To the clear juice add sufficient of the 
sugar to pleasantly sweeten. Fill bot- 
tles or jars Avith Ihls Juice, place In a 
cauner, with the covers or corks bo- 
sidc them, nnd process for forty min- 
utes, or place in a steamer ovur boil- 
Ing water, cover closely and steam for 
an hour. Hefore removing from can- 
ner or steamer put on covers or corks 
and tighten as the grape juice cools. 
If corks arc used, tie down next day 
with stout twine aud dip the tops In 
melted paraffin.—Exchange.

eluded to try my luck. On the 1st of 
the month I camped on Pish Trap 
creek, about thirty-five miles south 
from Anaconda, on the Big Ilole river.

"The horse found itself unable to 


stop and soon was bounding aud bump- 
lug Hko H ]io\vlder <hm n the steep in- 
cline.
